= rere 7: 15am students will remain in the commons and may buy / eat breakfast. 

At 7:15 students will be dismissed to their first class for attendance. 
After 7:15 students can ask their teacher for permission to get breakfast in the 
Commons 

e Students should go to Advisory and leave backpacks before coming to the Commons for 
breakfast. Once in the building you must stay in the building. 

e Students can only be in line at the servery if they are buying items. No hanging out or 
accompanying friends. Do not bring purchased items back into the servery! 
All food should stay in the Commons. Food should not be taken back to classrooms. 
After 7:15 a.m. only students who are eating can be in the Commons. The commons 
is not a hang-out space during this time. 
Once students finish eating they must immediately return to classrooms. 
Commons bathrooms are not to be in use during breakfast time. 
After 7:15 a.m. only the front section tables of the Commons will be in use for breakfast. 


DRESS CODE REMINDERS 
Copied from the RRMS Student Handbook 


The school administration has the authority to make the final interpretation of the dress 
guidelines. Appropriate dress and groom are expected of students. 


Shorts - Appropriate shorts may be worn. Appropriateness is based upon length and 
decent fit. Appropriate length is mid-thigh. This also applies to skirts. 


Tops should be respectable and non-revealing. Tops should cover the students 
shoulders and down to their pants. Bare midriffs, cropped tops, see-through tops, are 
not acceptable, nor are shirts with no sides. Clothing with drug, weapons, 
alcohol-related slogans, symbols, suggestive slogans, violent or obScene messages, 
or other designs or messages that are disruptive to the environment are not permitted. 


Jeans and other apparel - Clothing with rips, tears or holes may be judged 
inappropriate for school dress. All pants must be worn at the appropriate waist level. 


Footwear - Appropriate footwear must be worn. Safety may preclude some items (e.g., 
open shoes in the labs). 


DRESS CODE REMINDERS 
Continued 


No head coverings or sunglasses except for religious or medical purposes are to be 
worn in the school building. 


Overcoats or out-of-doors coats are not to be worn in the building or during class time 
unless specifically authorized by the principal. 


Accessories and Jewelry: Heavy chains, studded bracelets, and dog collars are not 
permitted. Excessive piercings or jewelry that is disruptive to learning will be deemed 
inappropriate. 


Tattoos - Any tattoo that would be a disruption to the educational system including 
drug, tobacco, weapons, and alcohol related references, obscene or double-meaning 
tattoos, and modesty based on community standards must be covered in school and 
at all school activities. 


Hair color: The color and/or style of hair must be such that it does not cause disruption 
to the educational program or extra-curricular activity. 


REMINDER ABOUT AFTER SCHOOL... 


School grounds are supervised for 15 minutes after school is 
dismissed. Students are expected to be off campus by 2:30 p.m. 


e Those students remaining must be under the direct supervision of a 
teacher, coach, sponsor, or administrator. 


e Students attending athletic events must leave the campus and 
return no earlier than 4:00 p.m.
